mile wide and a mile and a half 
mg, but at'tijn«s the water falls m 
far that the lake is nardly 150 yards 
wide. The fall Is always sudden, 
and so is the rise that eventually fol¬ 
low*. Only one small stream enters 
rhe lake, nod there is no risible out¬ 
let, but the water is always fresh. 
When the railway was built through 
Kuhlotus the workmen tried to carry 
the tracks across the lake on an ( em¬ 
bankment, but the sand was swal¬ 
lowed up almost as fast its it was 
poured in. A ditch was then dug to 
».. :ry off the water though a tunnel 
info a nearby canyon. Half way 
t tagh the tunnel the water found 
a crevice and disappeared into the 
parth. Where it comes to the surface 
again no one knows. 

Our correspondent adds that on a 
ranch near the town of Kahlotus 
I Here U a deep well, the water of 
which at intervals of about two 
'works rushes up geyserlike to a 
bright of several feet above th*
